No. €|14|95-GS-L-—In the Notification No. 611419T-CS1 
for the aforsaid examination published in the issue of Extra 
Gazette dated 9-9-95 some para of the Rules 
should be read as follows :— 


(1) In para 1 of the Rules “Grade II (Cypher Assis¬ 
tant) of Cypher Cadre of Indian Foreign Service 
Branch (B)“ may be included as Item (B> and ac- 
cordmelv items (B) and (C) in respect of RBSS 
and CSS etc. may be changed as items (C) and (D) 
respectively. 

(2) The last 2 sentences of para 15 of the Rules may 
be modified as "The preference can be given only 

between the servjcesjposts|Groups of Service* (posts) 
ns indicated in (a), (hi, <c) and fd) of the para in 
the beginning of these rules. No preference is 
admissible between constituents of (d) of that para,’’ 

(3) Para 17 of the Rule* may he changed as follows : 

Candidates for the posts of Assistant will be required 
to pass-withheld. 


Possession of English Typewriting at a speed of 30 words 
per minute is mandatory for Cypher Assistant. Thcrcfoic. 

the candidates to be appointed to the post of Cypher Assis¬ 
tant in Ministry of External Affairs, would be required to 
pass the English Typewriting Test at a speed of 30 words 
per minute within the period of probation, failing which they 
would be liable to be discharged from service.'* 


3. At the end of the period of probation, the Govern¬ 
ment may confirm the probationer in his appointment or 
if his work and conduct has, in the opinion of the Govern¬ 
ment, been unsatisfactory, he may either be discharged 
from service or his period of probation may be extended 
for such further period as the Government may think fit, 

4. All officers appointed to the Grade II of the Cypher 
Cndrc of Indian Foreign Service, Branch (B) wll be subject 
to the Indian Foreign Service, Branch (B) (Recruitment. 
Cadre, Seniority and Promotion) Rules, 1964 cs amended 
from time to time and also to other rule* and regulation* 
which the Government may hereafter frame and make 
applicable to the servee. Persons appointed to Grade II of 
Cypher Cadre of Indian Foreign Service Branch <B) will be 
eligible for promotion to higher grades in acoorlancc with 
the provisions contained in the Indian Foreign Service. 
Branch (B) (Recruitment, Cadre, Seniority and Promo'lon) 
Rules, 1964 as amended from time to time. The successive 
higher grades in line of promotion for reasons appo n'ed 
to Grade II ofCypher Cadre of Indian Foreign Service,

5. Persons uppointel to Grade II of Cypher Cadre of 
Indian Foreign Service, Branch (B) will have no claim to 
be appo'sted to pos s included in any other grade'eodre of 
Indian Foreign Service, Branch (B) or in the cadre of the 
Central Secretariat service or any other service Further, 
all such persons will be liable to serve anywhere in India 
or abroad wherever they may he posted. 

6. During service abroad, India Foreign Service, Branch 
(B) officers are granted foreign allowance in addition to 
their basic pay, at rates which may bo sanctioned from) 
-time to time depending upon the cost of living etc. of the 
countries concerned. In addition following concessions are 
also admissible during service abroad, in accordance with 
the Indian Foreign Service (Pay, Leave and Compensatory 
Allowances) Rules, 1961 as made applicable to the Indian 
Foreign Service, Brunch (B) officers :— 

(0 Free furnished accommodation according to the sale 
prescribed by the Government; 


(ii) Medical attendance facilities under the Assisted 
Medical Attendance Scheme) 

(iii) Homo Leave passage for the officers and their 
iamiJies in accordance with prescribed rules ; 

(iv) Return Single Air Passage to India and hack to 
the place of duty abroad upto a maximum of two 
throughout the officer’s sendee for emergencies such 
as death or serious illness of a near relatives in 
India as may be defined by the Government; 

(v) Annual return air passage for children between the 
ages of 6 and 22 studying in educational institutions 
in India to visit parents during vaca v on subject to 
certain conditions. 

(vi) Expenditure on education of children upto a maxi¬ 
mum of two children between the age of 5 and 20 
studying at the place of posting abroad of the 
officers, subject to certain conditions; and 

(vii) Qulfit Allowance as admissible from time to lime 
at the time of posting abroad subject to maximum 
of eight occasions during the enitre career.
